"pop," sharp and distlnct'llke that of 
B giant firecracker heard not only on 
tho Fourth of July, but on every day 
In the year, Sundays Included. What 
did It uieau! 
Abd on almost any 


night as 1 look out of my window I 
ECO tho edge of the wood or the fields 
lighted up by red or yellow fireworks. 
Why this strange Illumination? 


As all these queer happenings took 


place on tho railroad a few rods from 
my houso I made Inquiries of the rail 
way ofllelals. and here are somu inter 
estlng fads about tbe use of thesr. 
curious "flrcworkg.". 


The general superintendent of th 


New York, New Haven and Hartfor'c 
railroad explained as follows: 


"Our rules provide for tho use of de 


tonalors, commonly known as torpe- 
does, as audible signals and of 'fusees 
as visible signals. 


'.These torpedoes are attached 
I 


tbo top of the rail on.the engineer's' 
Bide of tbe (cack ^y two small flex- 
Iblo metal straps, which are1 easily 
bent around flic ball of tbe rail, as 
Bhorra In tho picture, and hold the 
torpedoes securely In place until ex- 
ploded by tho first train passing over 
this track. 


"The explosion of ono torpedo is n 


signal to stop; the explosion of two, 
not more than 200 feet apart Is a sig- 
nal to reduce speed nnd look out for 
ri stop signal. 
. 


"The fusees are of similar construc- 


tion to the well known Roman candle 
used for fireworks celebrations^ ex- 
cept that they burn a steady flame 
•without explosions. A sharp Iron spike 
"at the bottom end will usually'stick 
in the ground or IB tbe cross tie wb« 
thrown from the rear of a train and 
holds the fusee in an upright position, 
where It is more plainly visible. 


"A fusee must bo lighted and lefl 


by the flagman whenever a train Is 
running on the "time" of another train 
or behind its own time nnd uuder 
circumstances which call for such pro 
tecllon. 
. 


"A fusee on or near the track, burn 


Ing red, must not be passed. When 
burning yellow the train may proccer 
with caution when the way is seen an 
known to be clear. 
Standard fusees 


burn red for three minutes and ye 
low for seven minutes nnd can. bo seen 
for quite n distance. 


"You will gather from the abov 


explanations that the red glare of a 
flaming' fusee on or near tbe track 
warns tho approaching engineer that 
- a preceding train has passed over bis 
track less than three mlnnles ahead 
ot him. and under no circumstances 
must he pass this signal while burning 
red. • When the flame turns to yellow 
ho may proceed with caution, only as 
the way Is seen and known to be 
clear, keeping lu mind that when the 
fusee, changed from rod to yellow he 
was exactly three minutes behind a 
preceding train, which may have stop- 
ped within n short distance or may 
bo proceeding at aa unusually slow 
rate of speed." 


The superintendent of the Shore line 


division, another branch of the same 
railroad, gives this additional detail re- 
gardlng torpedoes: 


"When n train stops upon the mam 


line and requires protection against 
n following train the flagman goes back 
a specified distance and places one tor- 
pedo, 
ne then continues n farther 


distance back, placing two torpedoes. 
. As soon as the train he Is protecting Is 
ready to start the engineer blows a 
specified whistle signal, which Is a 
notice to the flagman to return lo his 
train. On the way back ho picks up 
the one torpedo, leaving two on the 
rail to warn the engineer of an ap- 
proaching trnln that another train is a 
short distance ahead and to-glve the 
flagman time to run back and get 
aboard of his own trnln." 


Of the use of fireworks as signals In 


the navy the chief of the bureau of 
cqnstnictlon'nnd repair of the navy de-. 
purtment. Washington, makes the fol- 
lowing statement: 


"All modem ships ore fitted with 
lectrle signals, and the use of such 
Ignals Is general in the naval service, 
n the case of smallvessels having DO 
electric Installation and also for use In 
case of the failure of the electric sig- 
nals the navy has a system of colored 
stars In connection wllh rockets for 
he purpose of signaling. 
"These are In no sense the ordinary 


commercial fireworks, but are mann- 
'actured by the service for naval use 
exclusively. 


"There are no photographs of this 


system of signals for distribution. The 
apparatus consists of n specially de- 
signed pistol from which are fired car- 
tridges containing the colored stars 
that are used in the service code."— 
New York Mall. '

LIQUID PORES. 


An Entertaining Experiment With AI- 


.cohol and Water, 


It Is not. eusy to Imngluo liquids as 


bavlnj; pores, though this! eeerus W be 
tho case as shown by certain familiar 
experiments. When a certain amount 
of powdered sugar Is slowly poured 
into warm water, the water will dls- 
eolvo tho sujar and appear to absorb 
it without Increasing Its volume. Sim- 
ilarly, when alcohol IB poured Into wa- 
ter the resulting volume Is less than 
tho sum of the two volumes. 


For Instance. If fifty parts of water 


and fifty parts of alcohol bo mixed to- 
gether they will make only ninety-four 
parts. Apparently one of tho liquids 
ban entered Into tho "pores" of tho 
other.' This experiment, as commonly 
performed in laboratories, consists 111 
putting measured quantities of the two 
liquids together, but the effect would 
be far more striking wero It possible 
for students to ECO one 'of the liquids 
actually "jonklng" Into th'o other. This 
can bo done In tlie following way: 


Tako two glasses, ono filled to tho 


brim with water and Iho other with 
alcohol. In order to show tho effect 
to belter advantage, color tho alcohol 
with red ink. The glasses should not 
be over full-that la, tho surface of tho 
liquid should not bulgo above tho rim 
cf tho glass. When everything Is 
ready, place a sheet of paper over tho. 
glasj full of alcohol, nnd with a liaiul 
oi< tiro paper to keep It down on the 
riin ot'tho glass Invert tho'tumbler, 
and tho liquid will remain in.'Iho glass,: 
owing to Iho air pressure on tho paper. 
Now placo tho Inverted tumbler ovot 
tlio glass full of water nnd carefullj 
draw out tho paper. This'can bo dono 
without spilling a drop of alcohol, and 
yet as soon as tho paper Is removed 
tho alcohol will commence. to drop. • 
Owing to tho fact that It Is colored It 
Is possible to'eeo tho alcohol actually 
"soaking" Into the water, while tiny 
air bubbles that wero'formerly contain- 
ed In tho "pores" of tho water rlso 
slowly to tho top of the tumbler. This 
will continue for somo little tlmo until 
a considerable nlr space forms In tho 
ton of the tumbler.

.Is usually presumed to be a deteriora-

and contact ' with 
legitimate 


sources ot English. • It proves after i 
llttlo study to be a preservation of too 
old method of pronouncing English, 
which has come down to a great, de- 
gree unchanged In Ireland from Shake- 
speare's time.

In Elizabeth's lime, however. It cams 


to be realized that It there was to ho 
any real affiliation of fho two countita 
then the Irish language must bo,s\ip- 
planted by English, and a definite ef- 
fort In this direction was mndc. Thli 
change of speech, resented and resist- 
ed, was nevertheless successfully ac- 
complished all over the Island crccj! 
In the 'west within n decade aftrr 
Shakespeare's death. 'This fact takes 
on a new significance when we study 
•what we now call the Irish brogue la 
connection with what is known to bavo 
been the pronunciation of English st' 
that time. The two are found to co"- 
form in practically every 
respect. 


Irishmen pronounce English as their 
forefathers learned It and have pre- 
served its pronunciation because tlrf 
have been away from the main cur- 
rent of English speech variation, ever 
since.—narpcr's Magnzine.
